REPORT 


Summary.—The birth-rate is higher than the average of corresponding 
quarters in recent years and above the rates recorded just prior to the war. 


The marriage-rate is lower than the average. 


The death-rate shows little difference from the first quarter of 1955 and 
from the past five years’ average of first quarters. 


The infant mortality rate is the lowest recorded in Scotland for any first 
quarter. 7 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is lower than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1955 and considerably below the average of recent years. 


The maternal rate is below the average. 


Live Births.—The 24,594 births in the quarter under review are 1,483 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 19-2, being 0-9 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1955 and 
0-8 above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 19-4 and in 
the large burghs 20-7. These compare with 18-6 for the rest of Scotland. 
In individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs 
from 27:3 in Dumbarton, 24-2 in Coatbridge and 23-4 in Stirling to 16-8 in 
Edinburgh, 16-0 in Arbroath and 15-3 in Falkirk. In counties exclusive of 
cities and large burghs it ranged from 21-8 in Midlothian, 21-7 in Moray and 
21-2 in Stirling to 14-6 in Peebles, 12-8 in Bute and 12-7 in Berwick. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-1 per cent., is 0-2 below that for 
the first quarter of 1955 and 0-5 below the average. 


Of the 24,594 births registered, 12,567 were of male children and 12,027 
of female children, being 1,045 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in January numbered 8,223, in February 7,627 and in March 8,744, the equi- 
valent birth-rates being 18-9, 18-7 and 20-1 respectively. 


Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
616 and is equivalent to a rate of 24 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). 


_ Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 11,746, is 678 fewer 
than for the first quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population was 9:2. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These rates are calculated on the estimated population in Scotland 
or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 31st December, 1955. 
Average Rates.— Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years. 
Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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It is 0-6 below the corresponding quarter of 1955, and 0-4 below the five years’ 
average. The rate in the counties of cities is 10-8 and in the large burghs 
10-2. These compare with 7:6 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas 
the rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 16-0 in Inverness, 
12-4 in Kirkcaldy and Hamilton and 12-2 in Stirling to 7-6 in Dumbarton, 
6-7 in Arbroath and 6-1 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of counties of 
cities and large burghs it ranged from 10-5 in Dumfries, 10-4 in East Lothian 
and 9-3 in Selkirk to 3-4 in Sutherland, 3:0 in Zetland and 2-6 in Inverness. 


_ Of the 11,746 marriages registered, 2,170 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 2 
were irregular marriages registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 9,574, were solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 civil marriages 
numbered 2,368 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 10,050. 


Marriages.registered in January numbered 2,617, in February 3,024 and © 


in March 6,105, the equivalent marriage rates being 6:0, 7-4 and 14-0 respec- 
tively. | 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,153, and 


equalled a death-rate of 15-0 per 1,000 population. They are 75 more than — 


were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate is 0-1 less than 
in that quarter and 0-1 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 15-7 and in the large burghs 14:2. These compare with 
14-7 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large 
burghs ranged from 17-4 in Stirling, 16-6 in Edinburgh and 16-1 in Rutherglen 
to 12:8 in Coatbridge, 11-1 in Clydebank and 10-7 in Dumbarton and Port 
Glasgow. In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged 
from 24-4 in Bute, 21-8 in Selkirk and 20-5 in Argyll and Zetland to 12-3 in 
Kinross, 11‘8 in West Lothian and 9-2 in Nairn. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 6,399, in February 6,932 and in 
March 5,822, the equivalent death-rates being 14-7, 17-0 and 13-4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
763 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 31 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is 5 less than that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 


and 7 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality — 


was 30 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 49. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 34, in the large burghs 25 — 
and in the rest of Scotland 31. In the counties of cities and large burghs ~ 
individually it ranged from 52 in Stirling, 41 in Greenock and 37 in Glasgow to | 
11 in Airdrie and in Perth, 7 in Falkirk and 5 in Ayr. In counties exclusive © 
of large burghs it ranged from 118 in Nairn, 65 in Kinross and 54 in Caithness ~ 


to 16 in Angus and in West Lothian, 13 in Zetland and 12 in Orkney. No 
deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the burgh of Rutherglen 
and the County of Sutherland. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under four weeks) was 20 per 1,000 
live births and is 2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 232 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 


diseases, being 53 more than in the first quarter of 1955. The death-rate for — 


this group is 18 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the correspond- 


ing quarter of the five preceding years is 27. These deaths include 2 from ~ 
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typhoid fever, 2 from whooping cough, 13 from meningococcal infections, 
1 from measles and 214 from influenza. There were no deaths from scarlet 
fever and diphtheria. In the counties of cities and large burghs six areas 
had no deaths from the principal epidemic diseases and in the rest of Scotland 
six counties had no deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, 2 deaths were registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There were 7 deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter and-2 in the corresponding quarter of 1955. In the third quarter of 
1947 when the disease was prevalent 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 270 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 47 
fewer than in the first quarter of 1955. Of them 244 were ascribed to tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system and 26 to tuberculosis of other organs. The 
death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 21 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 19. The former rate is 4 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1955 and the latter is 3 lower. The rates from all forms and from 
the respiratory form are respectively 17 and 15 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,651 and equal 


‘a rate of 207 per 100,000. These deaths are 26 fewer than in the first quarter 


of 1955. The rate is 5 below that quarter but is 3 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1,022 and 
from pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 843. The corres- 
ponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 80 and 66. The average rates 
for the first quarters of the previous five years are 76 and 60 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 12 and are equal to a rate of 0:5 per 
1,000 live births. This rate is the same as that for the corresponding quarter 
of 1955 and 0-4 below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal 
death-rate is also 0-5 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 678, and are equivalent to 


_adeath-rate of 53 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 the number 


was 746 and the rate 59. Of the total deaths assigned to violence, 106 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 6 compared with the 
first quarter of 1955. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the first quarter of 1956 and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1955 with the average rates for the quarter of 
the years 1951-1955.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JANUARY, 1956 


Mean temperature in January was below average in all areas of Scotland. 
Precipitation exceeded the usual seasonal amount in the North and East but 
was under average elsewhere. On the whole, the month was a sunny one. 


Cold northwest winds at the outset gave way to a mild southwest type of 
weather, and the highest readings were registered in most places around the 
3rd, the thermometer rising to 56° at Elgin and Huntly and to 55° at many east 
coastal stations. The coldest weather came on the 7th-10th and there was. 
another very cold spell on the 20th-25th when day maxima were under freezing 
point in places. Severe night frosts were recorded, air temperature falling 
overnight to 2°F. at Braemar and Balmoral on the 10th and to 3° at Dalwhinnie 
on the 9th and at Kincraig on the 25th. The lowest ground minima were —1°F. 
at Braemar on the 10th and —1° at Kincraig on the 26th. Relative to normal, 
' the coldest places lay in the northern half of the country. Mean values for the 
month were about 3° below normal at Lerwick, Wick and Inverness. 


There was a good deal of snow especially during the cold spells on the 7th- 
9th and 20th-25th, the North being hardest hit with main roads blocked in 
most districts. Snow lay almost continuously at Braemar from the 7th-31st, its 
greatest depth being about 10 inches (undrifted). In general, rain, sleet or 
snow occurred on 20-25 days in the North and on 15-20 days elsewhere. Total 
precipitation for the month was well above average in the North and East, 
Wick, Banff and New Deer having double their normal January falls. At Wick 
it was the wettest January since recordings began in 1866. In other parts of 
the country totals were mainly below average, the shortage in places reaching 
20 per cent. The largest measurements in 24 hours included 2-26 inches at 
Achnashellach on the 19th, 2:04 at Dalness, Glenetive on the 17th and 1-54 at. 
Dunmore House, Strone, Argyll on the 26th. 


Sunshine was above average, even in the wet areas in the North and East. 
Records were 10-20 hours in excess along the coastal strip from Aberdeen to the 
Borders, and also locally in the West. At Fortrose and Inverness and here and 
there inland there was a shortage of a few hours. Marchmont had its sunniest. 
January since 1933 and Tiree its sunniest one since 1945. The sunniest places 
lay on the East Coast, the best records being at Dunbar (78 hours), Mylnefield, 
near Dundee (72), Dyce (69), Craibstone (69), Arbroath (69), Carnoustie (67), 
Leuchars (64) and St. Andrews (64). 


- Gales were numerous, the stormiest periods being probably the 17th/18th, 
20th/21st and 27th/28th. Thunder was mainly local in character but there was 
a good deal of fog, especially in Clyde districts around the 23rd and 29th/30th. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 
FEBRUARY, 1956 


A very cold month with appreciable snowfall and severe frost. It was mainly. 
dull but precipitation was below average over the greater part of the country. 


Day temperatures were above 50° in many places during mild spells on the 
5th-9th and 27th-29th, Carnoustie, Mylnefield (near Dundee) and Leuchars 
having 55° on the 28th. Apart from these two periods, mainly very cold 
weather persisted with winds from the East. There were a number of exception- 
ally cold days, notably the Ist and 2nd when maxima rose to only 21°-23° at 
Dalwhinnie, Banff, Glensaugh (near Fettercairn), Stirling, Glenlivet, Balmoral, 
Braemar, and Leadhills. Hard frost occurred overnight on the Ist/2nd and 
2nd/3rd and, in places, on the 13th/14th and 16th/17th. Low screen minima 
were —2° at Perth on the 3rd and zero at Braemar on the 2nd. Ground frosts 
were registered at one place or other on every night, low readings being 
—3° at Braemar on 2nd, at Faskally (Pitlochry) and Mylnefield (Dundee) on 
the 3rd and at Dalwhinnie on the 14th. In practically all districts, mean 
temperatures were considerably below average, Kelso and Perth having 
deficiencies of 5-7° and 5-9° respectively. For the whole country, the mean 
value (34:8°) was 4-1° below average. 


In most places, sunshine aggregates were below average. Records, however, 
were above the seasonal averages in Shetland, in the Fort William-Oban area 
and in Dumfriesshire. Easterly winds caused a good deal of cloudiness at East 
Coast stations, totals in some cases being 20 hours below average. At Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews, it was the dullest February since 1940. Amongst the sunniest 
places were Prestwick Town (81 hours), Glensaugh, Fettercairn (78), Prestwick 
Airport (77), Oban (75), Castle Douglas (75) and Tillycorthie, Aberdeenshire (72). 


Precipitation was frequent in all eastern areas there being rain, sleet or 
snow on about 20 days. There were several quite heavy snowfalls, eastern areas 
being the worst hit. Snow lay over a wide area from the Ist-5th, and after the 
13th until warmer weather cleared it on the 27th. Between the 19th and 23rd, 
snow lay up to a foot deep on high ground. The precipitation was mainly of a 
showery character but quite heavy 24 hour falls occurred on the 4th and 28th. 
On the former date, 3-07 inches fell at Glenquoich, 2-60 at Kingie Camp (Inver- 
ness-shire), 2-41 at Grula (Skye) and 2-28 at Torridon House (Ross-shire). 


Totals of rainfall for the month exceeded average in some East Coast 
districts, but to the West there was a decided shortage. Inland areas and the 
Southwest received roughly one half of average, but in parts of Ayrshire, 
Wigtownshire, Kirkcudbrightshire and Dumfriesshire there was barely one 
third of average. 


Gales were fairly widespread on February 29th, and there was a good deal of 
fog, especially around the 4th and 17th.

Meteorological Notes—continued 


MARCH, 1956 

A sunny and very dry month in which temperatures on most days were 
around the seasonal normal. There was, however, keen to hard night frost 
around the middle and towards the end of the month. 


Unsettled weather occurred with Westerly winds during the first nine days. 
A long spell of South or Southeasterly winds followed until the 27th when an 
anti-cyclone moved from Russia to the North Sea and was finally centred over 
North-west Scotland. Mean temperatures were slightly below normal in the 
East but mainly above normal in the West. In general the last week was the 
mildest of the month, temperature rising to 64° at Achnashellach, Kincraig, 
Onich and Ruthwell on the 27th and at Pitlochry on the 31st. Night frosts 
were fairly frequent, and were severe locally around the 14th and 29th. Low air 
minima were 11° at Kincraig, 15° at Balcladaich (Cannich area) and 17° at 
Dalwhinnie on the 29th. Both Braemar and Eskdalemuir reported 17° on the 
14th. On the ground, temperature fell to 4° at Kincraig and to 5° at Balcladaich 
on the 29th. 


In most coastal districts, total precipitation reached only about one half of 
normal and many inland stations had about two-thirds of normal. Except for 
March, 1931, Achnashellach had its driest March since 1885. For Scotland as a 
whole, it was the fifth successive March with deficient rainfall. Most of the 
rain fell in the first week. Little fell after the 8th although appreciable amounts 
were recorded around the 21st in Central and East Scotland, and snow showers 
occurred in places on the 15th-17th. On the Ist, which was easily the wettest 
day, 2:41 inches were registered at Onich, 2:27 at Broadford (Skye) and 2-12 at 
Benmore (Loch Eck). 


Less than the normal sunshine was recorded in Shetland, at Banff and locally 
on the Fife and Angus coasts. Elsewhere, totals were above average, the excess 
reaching 51 hours at Fort William and 40 or more at Stornoway, Onich and 
Ruthwell. Fort William enjoyed its sunniest March in records over the period 


1891-1904 and since 1932 while Stornoway, Duntulm (Skye) and Prestwick had 


their best March records for at least 20 years. The highest aggregates were 
returned from Duntulm (157 hours), Prestwick (154), Stornoway (147) and 
Ruthwell (147). 


There was about the normal frequency of gales and of fog, but thunder was 
more frequent than normally occurs in the month of March.

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Summary.—the birth and marriage-rates are above and the death-rate 
is below the average of the past five years. 


Infant mortality is well below the average. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis, both from pulmonary and from non- 
pulmonary forms of the disease, is still declining and is about half that recorded 
for the second quarter average of the past five years. The maternal mortality 
rate, although higher than that of the second quarter of last year, is below the 
average. 
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Live Births.—The 24,887 births in the quarter under review are 945 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population is 19:5, 
being 0-8 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1955 and 0-7 
above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 19-6 and in the 
_ large burghs 20-6. These compare with 18-9 for the rest of Scotland. In indivi- 
dual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs from 29-4 in 
Dumbarton, 24-4 in Coatbridge and 22-9 in Clydebank to 16:5 in Falkirk, 16-3 
in Edinburgh and 16-2 in Perth. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs 
it ranged from 22-4 in Lanark, 22-2 in Moray and 21-0 in Clackmannan to 15-0 
in Kincardine, 14:6 in Kinross and 13-0 in Bute. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-4 per cent. is the same as that for the 
_ second quarter of 1955 and 0-4 below the average. 


Of the 24,887 births registered, 12,703 were of male children and 12,184 of 
female children, being 1,043 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in 
April numbered 8,241, in May 8,729 and in June 7,917, the equivalent birth- 
rates beimg 19-6, 20-0 and 18-8 respectively. 


| Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
_ 612 and is equivalent to a rate of 24 per 1,000 total births (ineluding stillbirths). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,838, is 1,176 more than 
for the second quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-7. It is 
_ 0-9 higher than the corresponding quarter of 1955, and 1-0 above the five years’ 
_ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 9-6 and in the large burghs 8-7. 
These compare with 5-8 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in 
| the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 12-6 im Dumfries, 12-4 in 
- Inverness and 10-8 in Ayr to 7-0 in Dumbarton, 6-7 in Kirkcaldy, and 6-1 in 
_ Arbroath. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These rates are calculated on the estimated population in Scotland 
or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 31st December, 1955. 
Average Rates.—Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
_ fates in the previous five years. 
Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 
7-5 in East Lothian, 7-2 in Dumfries, and 7-1 in Orkney to 3-9 in Kinross, 
3-6 in Berwick, and 2-6 in Inverness and Ross and Cromarty. 


Of the 9,838 marriages registered, 1,668 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, and the 
remainder, 8,170, were solemnised by a minister of religion. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1955, civil marriages numbered 1,705 and those with a religious 
ceremony numbered 6,954. 


Marriages registered in April numbered 5,128, in May 1,191 and in June 
3,519, the equivalent marriage-rates being 12-2, 2-7 and 8-4 respectively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,563, and 
equalled a death-rate of 11-4 per 1,000 population. They are 435 less than were 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate is 0-3 less than m 
that quarter, and 0-2 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 11-4 and in the large burghs 11-2. These compare with 11-4 
in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large burghs 
ranged from 13-6 in Arbroath, 13-2 in Kilmarnock and 13-1 in Rutherglen to 
9-4 in Coatbridge, 8-5 in Dunfermline and 8-1 in Port Glasgow. 


In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 
17-6 in Bute, 16-9 in Berwick and 15-8 in Caithness to 9-7 in Midlothian, 
9-3 in Fife and 8-2 in Nairn. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 5,192, in May 4,939 and in June 4,432, 
the equivalent death-rates being 12-3, 11-3 and 10+5 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 656 
and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 26 per 1,000 registered live 
births. This rate is 3 less than that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 and 
5 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 
26 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 32. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 27, in the large burghs 32, 
and in the rest of Scotland 24. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
individually it ranged from 59 in Inverness, 52 in Greenock and 47 in Clydebank 
to 20 in Falkirk, 13 in Coatbridge and 8 in Port Glasgow and Rutherglen. In 
counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 70 in Zetland, 53 in Caithness 
and 49 in Orkney to 13 in Renfrew and Wigtown, 11 in Selkirk and 10 in Kin- 
cardine. No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred m the County 
of Kinross. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under four weeks) was I7 per 1,000 
live births and is 2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 31 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 17 less than in the second quarter of 1955. The death-rate for 
this group is 2 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five preceding years is 5. These deaths include 1 from 
scarlet fever, 2 from whooping cough, 5 from meningococcal infections, 2 from 
measles and 21 from influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid fever, and 
diphtheria. In the counties of cities and large burghs 18 areas had no deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases and in the rest of Scotland 21 counties had 
no deaths. 
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During the quarter no deaths were registered from acute pohomyelitis and 
this compares with 2 deaths from this cause in the previous quarter and 1 in 
the corresponding quarter of 1955. In the third quarter of 1947, when the 
disease was prevalent, 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 162 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 96 fewer 
than in the second quarter of 1955. Of them 144 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 18 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death-rate 
from all forms of tuberculosis is 13 per 100,000, that from respiratory tubercu- 
losis being 11. The former rate is 7 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1955 and the latter is 6 lower. The rates from all forms and from the respiratory 
form are respectively 14 and 12 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,668 and equal 
a rate of 209 per 100,000. These deaths are 115 more than in the second quarter 
of 1955. The rate is 9 above that quarter, and is 15 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 385 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 354. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 30 and 28. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 31 and 32 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth number 14 and are equal to a rate of 0-6 per 1,000 live 
births. This rate is 0-3 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 but 
0-2 below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal death-rate 
is 0-5 per 1,000. 


: Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 658, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 51 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 the number 
was 725 and the rate 57. Of the total deaths assigned to violence, 146 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of one compared with the 
second quarter of 1955. :

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
APRIL, 1956 


As in March, the month was exceedingly dry and sunny. It was cool for 


April in all districts. 


Mean temperature (43-7°F.) was 1-4° below average, the deficiency generally 
being 1°-2°F., but at Arbroath and Kirkcaldy it reached 2-6°. The mildest 
weather came on the Ist and 2nd and around the middle of the month when 
maxima rose above 60° in many places. On the 2nd a reading of 65° was 
reported from Dundee while Carnoustie and Leuchars had 64°. Day readings 
rose to only about 40° during a spell of cold northerly winds from the 4th-6th, 
and night frosts were widespread on these dates and again in many areas in the 
second and third weeks. Amongst the lowest screen minima were 15°F. at 
Kincraig on the 11th, 18° at Glenlivet on the 28th and 20° at Balcladaich 
(Cannich), Dalwhinnie and Glenmore Lodge on the 1{th. Ground frosts 
occurred on every night except the 7th/8th, low ground minima being 9°F. at 
Kincraig, Glenlivet and Glenmore Lodge on the 11th. 


Except in the extreme North of Shetland, records of bright sunshine were 
appreciably above average, especially in the West where totals in a few places 
were 60-80 hours above the seasonal average. Along the East Coast, there was 
an excess of 20-40 hours. At Oban and Dunbar it was the sunniest April since 
records began in 1911 and 1931 respectively, while Onich had its best April 
record since 1929. The highest aggregates were returned from Dunbar (225 
hours), Oban (219), Tiree (213), Prestwick Town (210) and Prestwick Airport 
(208). 


In Dornoch and Moray Firth districts, rainfall was up to or above average, 


whereas Skye and areas to the South of a line from Fraserburgh to Loch Fyne 


received less than three-quarters of average. In this dry area, there was barely 
half the average in districts lying to the South of the Central Highlands, parts 
of Peebles-shire and the Lothians having roughly one-third. For Scotland asa 
whole it was the driest April since 1946. Eskdalemuir, Greenock and Paisley 
recorded their lowest April totals since 1938. There was little or no rain from 


‘the 10th-13th and 16th-22nd, most of the precipitation falling in the first and 


last parts of the month. The precipitation was, at times, in the form of snow 
or sleet from the 4th-6th and towards the end of the month. Heavy falls of 
rain were registered in places on the 7th, Clunes (Loch Lochy) having 2-28 
inches and Kinlochewe 2-19 inches. 


Wind was strong on the 7th-8th in many places and reached gale force 
locally. The occurrence of fog and thunder was about normal for the season. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 
MAY, 1956 


The month was mild in practically all districts. East Scotland was again 
very dry and sunny but rainfall exceeded average over most of the West, and 
the Northwest had less than the usual May sunshine. 


Mean temperature (52-0°) was about 2° above the seasonal normal, the 
excess at Nairn, Edinburgh, St. Andrews, Leuchars and Balmoral reaching 3°, 
The warmest days were, in general, the 27th and 28th when the thermometer 
touched 75°-80° in many areas. Amongst the highest readings were 80° at 
Kincraig on the 27th and 79° at Balcladaich (Cannich Area). Dalwhinnie and 
Kilmarnock had 77 °-78° on the 28th. Cool Northwest winds on the 17th and 18th 
gave readings of only 45°-50°. Slight or keen air frosts occurred widely on the 
4th and 18th-20th. Low air minima were 21° and 24° on the 4th at Kincraig and 
Dalwhinnie. On the ground, temperature fell to 14° at Kincraig and Balcladaich 
on the 4th. 


Practically ‘fie whole country to the Southeast of the Caledonian Canal 
reported more than the usual May sunshine, the excess in a few places reaching 
50 hours. To the Northwest, however, it was a dull month with deficiencies of 
about the same order. Duntulm (Skye) and Stornoway registered their lowest 
May totals since 1934 and 1944 respectively and, in contrast, Marchmont and 
Edinburgh had one of their sunniest Mays since 1900. The best returns came 
from Dunbar (266 hours), St. Andrews (230), Haddington (226), Edinburgh 
(226) and Mid Calder (223). 


Rain fell quite frequently in the North and Northwest i the first two 
weeks and showers occurred thereafter. Amounts were mainly small in the East 
and Southwest except around the 9th. Totals for the month were 125-200 per 
cent. of average over a large part of West Scotland in contrast to less than 
50 per cent. in the dry areas of the East. In the Coastal strip, rainfall was 
only 15-25 per cent. of average. At Achnashellach it was the wettest May 
since 1923 and at Duntulm (Skye) since records began in 1934. Arbroath and 
Marchmont on the other hand, had their driest one since 1866 and 1868 re- 
spectively. Edinburgh’s total (- 57 inch) was the lowest in the Capital since 1905. 
The continuing drought aggravated the water shortage and, in many areas, care 
was called for in the use of the available supply. In the wet areas, as would be 
expected, some measurements for 24 hours exceeded an inch, and these occurred 
on the 7th-9th and 23rd. Broadford (Skye) reported 1-31 inches on the 23rd, 
Auchlecks (Perthshire) 1:30 on the 9th and Benmore Gardens (Argyll) 1-29 on 
the 8th. 


Thunder and fog occurred locally on 5 or 6 occasions. Winds rose to gale 
force at exposed places on 17 days—a fairly high frequency for the month of 
May.

JUNE, 1956 | 
A good deal of changeable weather occurred in the first and third weeks and 
during the closing few days, the most settled periods coming in the second week 
-and from the 21st-28th. 


The month was a cool one, the coolest since 1931. Mean temperature 
(54-0°) for the whole country being nearly 14° below average. At Inverness, 
Turnberry and Marchmont, the deficiency reached 2°. In many inland districts 
day temperature rose to 70°-80° on the 10th and 11th and on the 22nd-25th. 

_ Amongst the highest readings were 81° at Ruthwell on the 11th and at Stirling, 
Falkirk and Perth on the 22nd. Paisley and Coatbridge reported 80° on the 
22nd. On their warmest days, however, observers in Shetland and in many 
coastal districts registered maxima of only 60°-65°. The 4th, 8th, 12th and, 
in places the 14th, were cool days, maxima around 50° being registered. Over- 

night frost occurred around these dates. Low air minima were 25° at Bal- 
cladaich (Cannich Area) on the 29th, 28° at Coalburn (Lanarkshire) on the 9th, 
and 29° at Leadhills and Castle Douglas on the 15th. Ground temperature fell 
to 14° at Balcladaich on the 15th and to 18° at Coalburn on the 9th. 


Relative to average, sunshine totals varied a good deal in the various 
districts. In parts of Perthshire, Fife, Angus and the Lothians records for the 
month were 10-20 hours below the seasonal average but in the North, Northwest 
and at stations round the Moray Firth and in some Clyde districts records 
were up to or appreciably above average. The best aggregates for the month 
exceeded 200 hours, the highest being at Benbecula (225), Tiree (224), West 
Freugh, near Stranraer (222), St. Andrews (211), Turnberry (209), Renfrew 
(207), Udny, Aberdeenshire (207) and Prestwick Airport (207). 


Little or no rain fell on the 8th-10th, around the 15th and on the 20th-25th. 
Falls were otherwise fairly frequent and, in some districts, amounts for 24 hours 
exceeded an inch on several occasions in the first week and on the 11th-13th, 
_ most of them being associated with thunderstorms. On the 11th, 3:33 inches 
_ was registered at Glenmore Lodge and 3-28 inches at a nearby gauge. Of these 
- amounts, about 3 inches fell in an hour and three-quarters. Falls of this in- 
tensity are rare in the British Isles and are always of a local character. Other 
large measurements for 24 hours were 2°31 inches at Glenquoich on the 3rd and 
2-04 inches at Glentanar (Aberdeenshire) on the 11th. As a result of thunder- 
storms, rainfall totals for the month varied a good deal.. Broadly speaking, the 
greater part of the country was wetter than is usual in June, indeed, in parts of 
East Scotland it was the wettest June since 1948. In contrast, however, coastal 
stations in Aberdeenshire and Kincardineshire and large areas in Ross, Western 
_ Inverness-shire, Argyll and the extreme Southwest had less than the seasonal 
rainfall. 


: The frequency of thunder was above average for June. Storms were most 
- widespread on the 6th, 11th, 13th and 23rd. There was about the average 
_ number of days with fog. Gales occurred at exposed places on only six days.

REPORT 


Summary.—The birth and marriage rates are higher than the average of 
corresponding quarters in recent years and above the rates recorded just 
prior to the war. 


The death-rate is slightly above the rate (9-9) in the third quarter of 1953 
and of 1955, which was the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. 


Infant mortality (deaths of children under one) is slightly above the 
corresponding quarter of 1955, but below the average. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is considerably below the average of 
recent years. 


Live Births.—The 22,654 births in the quarter under review are 80 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population is 
17:5, being 0-1 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1955 but 0-2 
above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 18-1 and in the 
large burghs 18-8. These compare with 16-6 for the rest of Scotland. In 
individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs from 
23-9 in Dumbarton, 23-8 in Coatbridge and 22:4 in Port Glasgow to 15:2 in 
Kirkcaldy, 14-9 in Perth and 14-4 in Falkirk. In counties exclusive of cities 
and large burghs it ranged from 21-4 in Sutherland, 19-4 in Kinross and 19-2 
in Lanark to 13:3 in Roxburgh, 11-7 in Berwick and 9-6 in Zetland. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-7 per cent, is 0-1 above that for 
the third quarter of 1955 but 0-1 below the average. 


Of the 22,654 births registered, 11,729 were of male children and 10,925 
of female children, being 1,074 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in July numbered 7,861, in August 7,694 and in September, 7,099, the equivalent 
birth-rates being 18-1, 17-7, and 16-8 respectively. 


Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered- during the quarter was 
536 and is equivalent to a rate of 23 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 12,961, is 7 less than for 
the third quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population was 10-0. It is the 
same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1955, and 0:5 above the five 
years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 11-8 and in the large burghs 
11-3. These compare with 8-1 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas 
the rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 19-7 in Inverness,

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17-9 in Dumfries and 15-3 in Perth to 8-0 in Port Glasgow, 7-8 in Dumbarton 
and 7:4 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large 
burghs it ranged from 9-7 in Clackmannan, 9-6 in Midlothian and 9-4 in 
Dumfries, Lanark and Moray to 4-6 in Ross and Cromarty, 3-2 in Inverness 
and 2-9 in Bute. 


Of the 12,961 marriages registered, 2,161 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
one was an irregular marriage registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 10,799, were solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 civil and irregular 
marriages numbered 2,231 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 
10,737. 


Marriages registered in July numbered 4,907, in August 3,775 and in Sep- 
tember 4,279, the equivalent marriage rates being 11-3, 8-7 and 10-2 respec- 
tively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,089, and 
equalled a death-rate of 10-1 per 1,000 population. They are 356 more than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate is 0-2 higher 
than in that quarter and 0-1 higher than the five years’ average. The death-rate 
in the counties of cities is 10-2 and in the large burghs 9-9. These compare 
with 10-2 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and 
large burghs ranged from 13-0 in Arbroath, 12-8 in Rutherglen and 11-5 in 
Inverness to 8:3 in Clydebank, 8-1 in Kirkcaldy and 6-6 in Port Glasgow. In 
counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 14-9 
in Bute, 14:5 in Argyle and 13-5 in Sutherland to 8-5 in Stirling, 8-3 in Clack- 
mannan and 7-7 in West Lothian. 


Deaths registered in July numbered 4,325, in August 4,486 and in September 
4,278, the equivalent death-rates being 9-9, 10-3 and 10-2 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
602 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 27 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 
but one below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality 
was 26 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 32. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 27, in the large burghs 30 
and in the rest of Scotland 25. In the counties of cities and large burghs 


individually it ranged from 77 in Arbroath, 62 in Rutherglen and 46 in Coat-_ 
bridge to 12 in Clydebank, 7 in Inverness and 5 in Kirkcaldy. In counties 
exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 61 in Perth, 46 in Wigtown and 44 in 


Zetland to 8 in Kirkcudbright, 7 in Roxburgh and 5 in Inverness. No deaths 


of children aged less than one year occurred in the counties of Kinross, Orkney © 


and Peebles. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 19 per 1,000 live — 


births and is one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 24 deaths : 


registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 9 more than in the third quarter of 1955. The death-rate for 
this group is 2 per 100,000 of population, which is the same as that for the 
corresponding quarter of the five preceding years. These deaths include 1 from 
scarlet fever (streptococcal sore throat), 2 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping 
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cough, 4 from meningococcal infections, 1 from measles and 12 from influenza, 
There were no deaths from typhoid fever. In the counties of cities and large 
burghs 18 areas had no deaths from the principal epidemic diseases and in 
the rest of Scotland 24 counties had no deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, 5 deaths were registered from 
acute poliomyelitis, There were no deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter and 11 in the corresponding quarter of 1955. In the third quarter of 
1947 when the disease was prevalent, 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 169 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 22 
fewer than in the third quarter of 1955. Of them 151 were ascribed to tubercu- 
losis of the respiratory system and 18 to tuberculosis of other organs. The 
death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 13 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 12. The former rate is 2 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1955 and the latter is 1 below. The rates from, all forms and from the 
respiratory form are respectively 9 and 7 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,647 and equal 
a rate of 205 per 100,000. These deaths are 21 more than in the third quarter 
of 1955. The rate is 2 above that quarter, and is 8 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 238 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 305. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 18 and 24. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 16 and 21 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 9 and are equal to a rate of 0:4 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 
and 0-4 below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal 
death-rate is 0-4 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 615, and are equivalent to 
a death-rate of 48 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 the number 
was 733 and the rate 57. Of the total deaths assigned to violence, 163 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 15 compared with the 
third quarter of 1953. 

For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the third quarter of 1956 and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1955 with the average rates for the quarter of 
the years 1951-1955.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JULY, 1956 


As in June, there was a good deal of disturbed weather especially in the first 
and last 10 days. Although the intervening period was more settled, showers 
were frequent in many parts of the country. 


Mean temperature (57-8°F.) was one degree below average, the deficiency 
at Inverness and Logie Coldstone exceeding two degrees. In general the 
22nd-25th was the mildest period of the month with day maxima in the 70°-75° 
range or above. Fort William had 77° on the 15th and Prestwick Airport 77° 
on the 16th. These moderately high readings for July contrasted with maxima 
of only 50°-55° on the 29th and 30th. The coolest nights were the 10th-13th 
and 28th-30th, when night minima fell to near freezing point and to slightly 
below at some high level stations: Kincraig reported an air minimum of 29° 
and Glenshee Lodge 30° on the 13th. It is unusual for the air temperature to 
fall to this level in the month of July. Ground frosts were fairly frequent for 
the time of year and a number of quite low ground readings were registered. 
Low minima were 18°F. (14 degrees of frost) at Balcladaich (Cannich area) 
on the morning of the 28th, 23° at Kincraig and 24° at Dalwhinnie, both on 
the 13th. 


Relative to average, records of bright sunshine varied a good deal. At 
Stornoway there was an excess over average of 44 hours, and at Lerwick a 
shortage of 28 hours. Stornoway’s total was one of the highest for July in the 
past 30 years. Broadly speaking, the month was a sunny one in the Northwest, 
in coastal areas from Forres to the Borders and in the Fort William-Oban area. 
Records were below average at stations in the extreme Southwest and in the 
estuary of the Moray Firth. The sunniest places were Arbroath (209 hours), 
Tillycorthie, Aberdeenshire (202), Carnoustie (198), Craibstone (195), Benbecula 
(195), Strathy (192) and Dyce Airport (190). 


The most striking feature of the month was its high rainfall. It was 
Scotland’s wettest July since 1940. At Glenferness and Cawdor Castle, both 
in Nairnshire, it was the wettest July since 1897 and 1903 respectively. Rain 
was frequent in the first and last weeks and showers occurred in most areas 
during the intervening period. The downpours on the 29th/30th caused con- 
siderable damage and flooding over a large area, especially in Nairnshire, and 
the falls for the two days were comparable with those which caused the floods 
in this area in September, 1915. At Glenferness over nine inches fell on the 
two days, 29th and 30th (4-27 inches on the 29th and 4:89 on the 30th). 
The corresponding falls at Auchindoune, also in Nairnshire, were 3-82 and 3:17 
respectively. Other heavy falls were 3-68 at Lethem Gardens (Nairnshire), 
3-53 at Inverness and 3-30 at Torridon House (Wester Ross), all on the 29th. 
For the month as a whole, total rainfall exceeded the normal everywhere. In 
the coastal strip in the Northwest and over parts of the counties of Inverness, 
Nairn, Moray, Aberdeen and Angus, it reached more than double the normal. 


The frequency of fog and of thunder was above the normal for July. Gales 
were reported from many districts between the 4th and 9th on the 19th/20th 


and between the 25th and 30th. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 
AUGUST, 1956 


The disturbed weather which marked the greater part of July continued 
throughout August. It resulted in an excessive rainfall and unusual coolness 
for the season. Sunshine records were below average in East Scotland but were 
fairly good in the West. 


Frequent depressions and low pressure troughs crossed the country, giving 
persistent rain practically everywhere. Total rainfall was, however, slightly 
below average in Western Perthshire, in Lochaber, over parts of the Western 
Seaboard and in North Caithness, Orkney and Shetland. Elsewhere there was 
a moderate or large excess, amounts exceeding three times the average in 
Berwickshire. Heavy falls on the 10th-13th, 27th and 28th resulted in flooding 
in some districts, holding up harvest work and damaging crops. On the 27th, 
3-53 inches fell at Whitchester (Berwickshire), 3-31 at Sourhope (Cheviots), 
3:26 at Redheugh (Cockburnspath) and 3-05 at Spital Tower (Hawick). On 
many other days, showers fell in most places, the 8th/9th and 21st/22nd being 
about the only really dry days over the whole country. At Marchmont and 
Inverness it was the wettest August since 1868 and 1890 respectively. At 
Dumfries it was the wettest one since 1923. 


Sunshine records were poor in East Scotland, Inverness, for example, having 
a shortage of 36 hours. In the West, however, there was mainly a small excess. 
At Tiree where the record was 35 hours above average, it was the sunniest 
August since 1950. The highest totals were reported from Tiree (194 hours), 
Benbecula (179), Turnberry (173), West Freugh, near Stranraer (171) and Car- 
noustie (160). 


Frequent northerly winds which set in behind the depressions gave many cool 
days, readings around the middle of the month and the last few days rising to 
only 50° while several overnight minima fell to about freezing point. At 
Carnwath and Leadhills, both in Lanarkshire, a minimum of 30° was registered 
on the 31st. Ground frosts were fairly widespread on that date and occurred 
locally on other days. At Coalburn (Lanarkshire) and at Balcladaich (Cannich 
Area) ground temperature fell to 20° (12 degrees of frost) on the 31st. The 
mildest days in most places were the 8th-10th with day readings in the 65-70 
degree range. Forres reported 72° on the 10th, Elgin 71° on the 10th and Car- 
noustie 71° on the 8th. For the country as a whole, mean temperature (53-5°) 
was 4-3° below average; the lowest mean value in any August since 1856. 


There was a high frequency of fog for the season but it was mainly of a local 
nature. Several bad gales occurred, the worst being the Southwesterly one on 
the 13th. Thunder was widespread on the 2nd-8th and storms were reported 
locally on 10 other days. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 


SEPTEMBER, 1956 


A mild and very cloudy month with a good deal of thunder and fog. Rain- 
fall exceeded average-over the greater part of Scotland. 

There was no long period with high day temperatures but the mildness of 
the nights resulted in a mean temperature (55-1°F.) about one degree above 
average. The mildest days were, in general, the 20th-25th, but in some districts 
the highest readings occurred on the 6th and 13th. On the 24th maxima rose 
to 76° at Kinlochewe and Prestwick Airport and to 75° at Fort William, Oban 
and Peebles. The coolest period was the 14th-17th when slight air frosts, and 
quite severe ground frosts for the season were reported. Air temperature 
fell to 26° at Kincraig on the 15th and at Glenlivet on both the 15th and 16th. 
Other rather low minima were 27° at Dalwhinnie on the 16th, 28° at Balcladaich 
(Cannich) on the 15th and 28° at Braemar on the 16th. The lowest ground 
minima were 15° at Balcladaich on the 15th, 18° at Dalwhinnie on the 16th and 
20° at Glenlivet on the 15th and 16th. 


Sunshine records were deficient over the greater part of Scotland, the only 
districts with records close to the average being the Fort William-Oban areas 
and locally in Banffshire. In Orkney and Shetland and in parts of Perthshire, 
Angus, Fife, the Lothians and Renfrewshire, totals were 40-60 hours below 
the usual September amounts. At Perth and Leuchars it was the dullest 
September since records began in 1914 and 1922 respectively. The best records 
were reported from Glenmore Lodge (118), Forres (114), Elgin (113), Gordon 
Castle (113), Glenlivet (112), Castle Douglas (110), Turnberry (110) and Sour- 
hope, in the Cheviots, (109). 


Rainfall showed a moderate to large excess except in the islands, over 
practically the whole of the Western Seaboard, in the east coastal districts 
North of Peterhead and also in a narrow strip adjoining the Borders. In 
contrast to one-half to two-thirds of average in places in the Northwest, totals 
in Kincardineshire, Angus and eastern Perthshire were more than double the 
average. There was a good deal of rain in places in the first half of the month 
but the Ist, 7th and 9th were dry in most districts. Outbreaks of thundery rain 
occurred between the 21st and 26th and appreciable falls were registered during 
the last few days. The wettest day of the month was the 3rd when 3-23 inches 
fell in 24 hours at Glentanar (Aberdeenshire), 2-85 at Bridge of Dye (Kincardine- 
shire), 2°70 at Braehead (near Aberdeen) and 2-53 at Craibstone (near Dyce.) 


The frequency of fog and of thunder was well above the normal for the 
season. Dense fog in the last week blanketed North Scotland. Thunderstorms 
were widespread on the 4th and 22nd.

Preliminary Return for the year 1956 


THIS Report deals primarily with the statistics for the fourth quarter of the 
year 1956, but includes a short preliminary return of the general vital statistics 
for the country for the whole year. A full report of the vital statistics of the 
year will, in due course, be incorporated in the Hundred and Second Annual 
Report. The figures given for the year in the present Return, may, however, 
be accepted as substantially accurate, although they are provisional and will 
be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report. 


Population.—The population resident in Scotland at 30th June, 1956, is 
estimated to have been 5,144,600. 


The natural increase of population in the year was 34,000. Migration to 
other countries accounted for 25,000 or 74 per cent of the natural increase. 
About 13,000 of the loss was to England and the remainder to countries over- 
seas, mainly Canada, Australia, United States and New Zealand, in that order. 


Births.—Live births registered during the year 1956 numbered 95,313, 
being equal to a rate of 18-5 per thousand. This rate is 0:5 above that for 1955. 
The average for the preceding five years was 17-8 which is similar to the five 
pre-war years to 1938 inclusive. Illegitimate births numbered 4,069 as com- 
pared with 3,991 in 1955. This is equal to a rate of 4:3 per 100 live births. The 
proportion of male live births per 1,000 females was 1,056, being the same as 
in 1955. 


Stillbirths numbered 2,329 as compared with 2,330 in 1955, representing a 
rate of 24 stillbirths per 1,000 of all births (live and still), one less than that of 
1955. 


Marriages.—Marriages registered during the year numbered 43,969. This 
represents a rate of 8-5 and is 0-1 above that for 1955. It is 0-4 above the five 
years’ average and 0-9 above the pre-war average (1934-38). 36,098 of the 
marriages were solemnised by ministers of religion, 35,902 having been pre- 
ceded by proclamation of banns or by publication of notice and 196 authorised 
by Sheriffs’ licence in accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) 
‘Act, 1939. 7,864 marriages were contracted in the offices of Authorised Regis- 
trars and 7 were registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator pronounced 
in the Court of Session. Civil Marriages comprise 17-9 per cent of the total 
marriages. 


Deaths.—Deaths from all causes numbered 61,792 and equalled a death-rate 
of 12-0 per thousand. This rate is the same as that for 1955 but 0-1 below the 
five years’ average. 


Deaths of children under one 2 year numbered 2,726, representing an infant 
mortality rate, of 29 per 1,000 living births. The rate is one below that for 
1955 and is the lowest recorded. It is four below the five years’ average. The 
neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 19 per 1,000, one below 
that for 1955. Among legitimate children the infant mortality rate was 28 per 
1,000, two less than in 1955, while among illegitimate children it was 40, being 
eight less than in 1955. 


. Table IIA shows the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the year, classified by sex and cause, and also the number by age and cause. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 

Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These Annual rates are calculated on the estimated population in 
Scotland or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 30th June, 1956, and the quarterly rates as at 
31st December, 1956. 

Average Rates.— Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years. 

Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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Comparing the deaths with 1955 by age groups, decreases are found in every 
age group under 55. Relatively, the greatest decreases were in the age groups 
5-9 and 15-24. There was a general increase of 1 or 2 per cent at all age groups 
over 54. The death-rate at ages under 45 was 2-0 per 1,000, and at ages 45 and 
over, 31:6. In 1955 the corresponding rates were 2:1 and 31°5. 


Causes of Death.—The number of deaths from principal epidemic diseases* 
was 318, 43 more than in 1955. The death-rate was six per 100,000. Two deaths 
were recorded from diphtheria, there being none in the previous year. Deaths 
from scarlet fever (including streptococcal sore throat) numbered two, one 
fewer than in 1955. From meningococcal infections the number was 26, three 
fewer than in the previous year, from whooping cough 14 against 10 in 1955, 
from measles 10 against 20 and from influenza 262 against 212. Two deaths 
occurred from typhoid fever, being one more than in 1955. In addition there 
were 9 deaths from acute poliomyelitis, 13 fewer than in the previous year. 


Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) numbered 799, a decrease of 183 
compared with 1955. The death-rate was 16 per 100,000, being 12 below the 
average of the preceding five years. There were 714 deaths from respiratory 
tuberculosis, being 146 fewer than in 1955. The rate was 14 per 100,000, being 
11 below the five years’ average. The deaths from non-respiratory tuberculosis 
were 37 fewer than in 1955. The rate, two per 100,000 was two below the five 
years’ average. \ 

Deaths from syphilis (including parasyphilitic diseases) numbered 88, a 
decrease of nine compared with the previous year. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 10,745 and were 160 more than in 
1955. Compared with the average they were 510 more. 

Deaths from heart disease numbered 21,149 and were 259 more than in 1955. 
They account for 34 per cent of all deaths. 

From vascular lesions affecting the central nervous system deaths numbered 
9,677, from nephritis 526, and from senility 746. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (not tubercular, malignant 
or influenzal) numbered 4,588 which were 87 more than in 1959. They included 
2,077 from bronchitis and 1,917 from pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the 
new-born) the rates per 100,000 being 40 and 37 respectively. Compared with 
1955 the number from bronchitis was 9 fewer but from pneumonia 89 more. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
50 as against 43 in the previous year. This represents a maternal mortality 
rate of 0:5 per 1,000 births (live and still). This rate is the same as that for 1955 . 
and is 0:3 below the five years’ average. PP 

Deaths from congenital malformations and. diseases of early infancy 
numbered 2,134 and were 9 more than in 1955. a 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 2,640 and are 280 less than 
in 1955. Of these 397 were ascribed to suicide, 586 to road transport accidents 
and 1,657 to other forms of violence; the numbers from these causes in 1955 
were 394, 635 and 1,891 respectively. ¥

REPORT 


Summary.—The birth-rate is above the average of corresponding quarters 
and also above the immediate pre-war five years’ average. 


The marriage-rate is above the recent five years’ average. 
The death-rate is lower than the average. 


The infant mortality rate is the lowest recorded in Scotland for any fourth 
quarter. 


The death-rate for tuberculosis is considerably below the average of recent 
years. 


The maternal mortality rate is below the average. 


Live Births.—The 23,176 births in the quarter under review are 424 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population is 
17-9; being 0:3 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1955 and 0:9 
above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 18-1 and in the 
large burghs 19-4. These compare with 17-2 for the rest of Scotland. In individual 
areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs from 25-8 in 
Coatbridge, 25:3 in Dumbarton and 23-8 in Port Glasgow to 15-0 in Edinburgh, 
14:1 in Falkirk and 13-6 in Perth. In counties exclusive of cities and large 
burghs it ranged from 20-8 in Clackmannan, 20-2 in Midlothian and 19:7 in 
Moray to 13-9 in Orkney, 13-4 in Zetland and 11-4 in Bute. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 3-9 per cent, is 0-1 below that for the 
fourth quarter of 1955 and 0°5 below the average. 


Of the 23,176 births registered, 11,943 were of male children and 11,233 of 
female children, being 1,063 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in 
October numbered 8,129, in November 7,222 and in December 7,825, the 
equivalent birth-rates being 18-6, 17-1 and 18-0 respectively. 


Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
563 and is equivalent to a rate of 24 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,421, is 270 more than 
for the fourth quarter of 1955. The rate per 1,000 population was 7°3. It is 
0-2 higher than in the corresponding quarter of 1959, and 0-5 above the five 
years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 8-1 and in the large burghs 
8-4. These compare with 6-2 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the 
rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 17-1 in Inverness, 
12-3 in Dumfries and 10-8 in Ayr to 6-5 in Falkirk and Stirling, 6-1 in Ruther- 
glen and 5-7 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large 
burghs it ranged from 9-3 in Zetland, 8-5 in Dumfries and 8-2 in Nairn to 4°5 
in Berwick, 4-4 in Inverness and 4-3 in Ross and Cromarty. 

Of the 9,421 marriages registered, 1,872 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
one was an irregular marriage registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
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pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 7,548, were solemnised by 
a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 civil and irregular 
matriages numbered 2,030 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 7,121 


Marriages registered in October numbered 3,497, in November 2,124 and in 
December 3,800, the equivalent marriage rates being 8-0, 5-0 and 8-7 
respectively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,986, and 
equalled a death-rate of 11-6 per 1,000 population. They are 150 more than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1955. The rate is 0-1 more than 
in that quarter but 0-1 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 11-9 and in the large burghs 11-1. These compare with 11°5 
in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large burghs 
ranged from 14-3 in Dumfries, 13-6 in Arbroath and 13-0 in Ayr to 9-7 in Clyde- 
bank, 9:4 in Kirkcaldy and 7-9 in Port Glasgow. In counties exclusive of 
counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 17-5 in Zetland, 17-4 in Nairn 
and 16-0 in Orkney to 9-9 in Caithness, 9°7 in Midlothian and 9:3 in Clack- 
mannan. 


Deaths registered in October numbered 4,729, in November 4,987 and in 
December 5,270, the equivalent death-rates being 10°8, 11°8 and 12:1 
respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 705 
and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 30 per 1,000 registered live 
births. This rate is one below that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 and 4 
below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 
30 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 51. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 32, in the large burghs 34 
and in the rest of Scotland 27. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
individually it ranged from 53 in Arbroath, 51 in Coatbridge and 48 in Ruther- 
glen to 18 in Dumbarton, 14 in Perth and 7 in Port Glasgow. In counties 
exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 48 in Wigtown, 45 in Berwick and 43 
in Orkney to 9 in Kincardine, 5 in East Lothian and 4 in Dumfries. No deaths 
of children aged less than one year occurred in the counties of Caithness, 
Kinross, Peebles and Sutherland. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under four weeks) was 20 per 1,000 
live births and is one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 31 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being four less than in the fourth quarter of 1955. The death rate for 
this group is 2 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the five preceding years is 4. These deaths include 6 from whooping 
cough, 4 from meningococcal infections, 6 from measles and 15 from influenza. 
There were no deaths from typhoid fever, scarlet fever and diphtheria. In the 
counties of cities and large burghs 14 areas had no deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases and in the rest of Scotland 22 counties had no deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, two deaths were registered 
from acute poliomyelitis. There were five deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter and seven in the corresponding quarter of 1955. In the third quarter 
of 1947 when the disease was prevalent 84 deaths were recorded. 
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Tuberculosis.—The 199 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 13 fewer 
than in the fourth quarter of 1955. Of them 176 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 23 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 15 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 14. The former rate is one below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1955 and the latter is the same as that for the previous year. The 
rates from all forms and from the respiratory form are respectively 11 and 9 
below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,761 and equal 
a rate of 213 per 100,000. These deaths are 67 more than in the fourth quarter 
of 1955. The rate is 5 above that quarter, and is 14 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 433 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 413. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 33 and 32. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 37 and 35 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 13 and are equal to a rate of 0-6 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1955 
and 0-2 below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal death- 
rate is 0°5 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 673, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 52 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1955 the number 
was 690 and the rate 53. Of the total deaths assigned to violence, 164 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 30 compared with the 
fourth quarter of 1955. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the fourth quarter of 1956 and 
in the corresponding quarter of 1955 with the average rates for the quarter 
of the years 1951-1955.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
OCTOBER, 1956 


Mean temperature 48-4° in October was about normal for the season. A very 
mild period around the middle of the month was offset by rather low night 
temperatures in the last few days: Sunshine records were above average over 
the greater part of the country. Precipitation was in excess of average in the 
Northwest and well below average in many Eastern districts. A noteworthy 
feature of the month was the high barometric pressure on the 31st. In North 
Scotland the barometer reached its highest October level for at least 80 years. 


After a cold opening, warmer air arrived on the 7th, but it was about a 
week later that the highest readings were recorded. On the 15th, maxima rose 
to 70° at Gordon Castle and at Kinloss and to 69° at Elgin. Thereafter, tempera- 
ture was maintained at a moderate level until the 24th when a very cold 
northerly airstream spread southwards over the country causing a sharp drop 
in temperature in all areas. Night frost was widespread and minima fell to 
quite low levels in many places. Castle Douglas reported a minimum of 21° 
on the 27th while Glenlivet had 21° on both the 27th and 31st. On the ground 
thermometers registered 11° at Glenlivet on the 27th and 12° at Dalwhinnie 
on the 3lst. 


Sunshine records were above average in most places but the month was a 
dull one in Shetland and locally in the West. In contrast to an excess of 38 
hours at Arbroath, 28 at Craibstone and 25 at Perth, Lerwick reported a 
shortage of 20 hours. At Arbroath it was the sunniest October since 1923. The 
best records were returned from stations on the East coast. Arbroath, with 
142 hours, headed the list followed by Carnoustie (133), Dyce (130), Craibstone 
(130), Aberdeen (127), Kirkcaldy (125), Elgin (120) and Glensaugh, Kincardine- 
shire (119). 


Rainfall was above average Northwest of a line drawn from Banff to North 
Mull. To the South of this line totals were below average, coastal districts 
from Carnoustie to the Borders having less than one half of the usual October 
amount. Appreciable falls occurred in the first few days and in the second half 
of the month until the 25th. Showers were reported during the intervening 
period. Many areas had no precipitation in the closing four days. In some 
districts the precipitation fell as snow or sleet at the beginning of the month 
and also on the 24th and 25th. The wettest days of the month were in general 
the 16th, 19th, 23rd and 27th. In 24 hours, 2-26 inches was recorded at Stirling 
on the 19th, 2-03 at Arnisdale (Loch Hourn) on the 23rd and 1-96 at Clunes 
(Loch Lochy) on the 23rd. 7 


Gales occured at exposed places on 20 days, the highest October frequency 
since 1938. Fog was mainly local and the number of thunderstorms was below 


average. Storms were fairly widespread on the 24th. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 
NOVEMBER, 1956 


A mild month, but with some frosts. It was very dry over the greater part 
of the country. Sunshine records were poor in some areas. 


An anticyclone moving eastward across the British Isles gave a fine dry 
opening week with temperature slightly above the seasonal normal. Higher 
readings occurred in the next week as a very mild but rather wet Atlantic 
airstream spread to all districts of Scotland. On the 8th, maxima rose to 60° 
at Achnashellach, Kinlochewe and Kinloss. Another mainly dry anticyclonic 
spell lasted from the 15th-26th. Dry temperatures during the period were about, 
or slightly above normal, but quite severe frost occurred at night in many 
districts. On the 22nd, the minimum at Bowhill, Selkirk was 16° while Dal- 
whinnie had 19° on the 24th. A spell of very cold Westerly winds, which 
eventually veered to the North, was the feature during the closing week. Day 
readings in places rose little above freezing point, and frosts at night were 
locally severe. On the 30th, the minimum at Leadhills was 18°. An equally 
low minimum occurred at Kincraig on the morning of November Ist. Ground 
frosts were registered at one place or other every night. The lowest ground 
readings were 9° at Achany (Lairg) and 10° at Glenlivet and Coalburn on the 
24th. On the Ist, Glenshee Lodge reported a ground minimum of 10°. 


Mean temperature (43-5°) for the month was 1-1° above average, the excess 
at some Northern stations reaching 2°. 


North and Northwest coastal districts had more than the usual rainfall in 
November, but elsewhere records were mainly below average. Areas South of a 
line drawn from Aberdeen to Glasgow received less than half the average, while 
most districts between the rivers Tay and Forth had less than one quarter of 
average. Most of the precipitation fell on the 8th-13th and 24th-28th. In the 
latter period, it fell often as snow which lay several inches deep in places in the 
lowlands, and up to 6 inches on high ground. In the very dry areas, there was 
precipitation on less than ten days. The largest measurements in 24 hours 
occurred on the 24th when 2-97 inches were measured at Achnashellach, 2-95 
at Mullardoch (Inverness-shire) and 2-40 at Kinlochewe. 


The month was a little sunnier in Southern districts than is usual in Novem- 
ber but some records were below average in the North. At Stornoway it was 
the dullest November since 1880 and at Tiree the dullest since records began in 
1927. The sunniest places were Dunbar (65 hours), Ruthwell (65), Eskdalemuir 
(63), Castle Douglas (62), Prestwick Airport (62), Liberton, Edinburgh (62) 
and Mylnefield, near Dundee (62). 


There was a high frequency of gales, and wind speed in gusts rose to 89 
m.p.h. at Benbecula on the 8th and 26th and to 84 at Lerwick on the 27th. |

DECEMBER, 1956 


A very mild month with a spell of cold weather around the Christmas period. 
Precipitation was appreciably above the seasonal average and there was a 
corresponding shortage of sunshine over the greater part of the country. 


A ridge of high pressure associated with an anticyclone to the South of the 
British Isles gave mild weather in the first week, temperatures by day reaching 
50° to 55° in most places. On the 3rd a maximum of 58° was registered at Glen- 
saugh (Kincardineshire) and between the 3rd and 7th several places on the 
East coast reported 57°. In striking contrast were the low maxima—30° to 40° 
—during the spell of cold continental winds from the 22nd-27th. During this 
period keen night frosts were experienced in places. Low minima were 15°F at 
Balcaldaich (Cannich) on the 27th and 28th, 18° at Coalburn on the 27th and 
19° at Glenlee (Kirkcudbrightshire) and Bowhill (Selkirk) on the 28th. Ground 
frosts occurred on many nights, the lowest minima on the ground being 7°F. at 
Balcaldaich on the 27th and 13° at Carnwath and Castle Douglas on the 27t 
and 28th respectively. 


Except in the North and Northwest, where rains were persistent and heavy 
at times, only showers occurred in the first week and again from the 16th-2Ist. 
On other days, the weather was very unsettled and wet in most districts. 
For the month as a whole, precipitation was below average along the Borders, 
in the coastal strip around the Solway, along the coasts in the North and North- 
west and in the East between Montrose and the Borders. In a large wet area 
stretching from Wester Ross to Central Perthshire, totals exceeded 150 per cent 
of average, and several totals for the month exceeded 20 inches. In 24 hours, 
4-00 inches fell at Strathyre (Perthshire) on the 13th and 3-81 in Glen Etive 
on the 4th. 


Light snow showers fell in many places on the 12th and 13th and heavier 
falls occurred between the 25th and 28th. Snow lay to a depth of 3 inches on 
Deeside on the 27th, 6 inches at Glenlivet (Banffshire) and 10 inches at Glenshee 
Lodge. 


Sunshine records were the poorest for December for at least 20 years. Though 
a few places were a little sunnier than is usual in December, in most there was 
an appreciable shortage. At Paisley it was the dullest December since 1890 
while Renfrew and Helensburgh had their smallest totals since records began in 
1911 and 1929 respectively. In this dull month, the sunniest places were Dunbar 
(47 hours), Forres (41), Kinloss (38), Edinburgh (37), Elgin (37) and Hadding- 
ton (36). 


The frequency of fog and of thunder was about average for the season. Gales 
occurred at exposed places on 22 days. The worst gale came on the 12th when 
wind in gusts rose to 110 miles per hour at Benbecula, to 104 at Lerwick and 


to 101 at Tiree.
